SAIGON (UPI) — Maj. Gen. Nguyen Khanh, South­ 
east Asia’s newest military strongman, has vowed he 
will lead South Viet Nam personally to victor} over the 
Communists. 


The 36-year-old soldier who 
overthrew this country’s mili­ 
tary junta Thursday told a two- 
hour news conference his seiz­ 
ure of power should be regard­ 
ed as an “internal purge” of 
the regime rather than a coup 
d ’etat. 


“ We have not had one shot 
fired, or any bloodshed at all,” 
he said.

put America’s first satellite into 
orbit almost exactly six years 
ago.
